.probability of its adoption, aa some 
legislation is necessary, such as fixing 
the Stato tax for tho years 1897 uud 
1898 and appropriatiuR funds for the 
support of State institutions. 


It may be asked why the Legislature 


procrastinates and does not do at once 
what every person of ordinary intelli- 
gence knows it must do before it ud- 
journs ? That question, though easily 
asked, is difficult to answer. All the 
members are men of average intelli- 
gence and many of them heavy tax- 
payers. They seem intent on doiug what 
they believe to be for its best inter- 
ests of the Stato, but they aaem to lack 
leadership aud plod along aiming to d» 
right, but accomplishing little in tho 
way of legislation. For inatanos, a reso- 
lution bus been introduced to amend 
the constitution by limiting legislative 
sessions to forty days. Under tho most 
favorable action this proposed amend- 
meiit could not baoorua operative for 
four years. An act of the Legislature 
Hmiticg the pay of members of this 
and the next Legislature to $300for the 
session would 
go into 
effect 
im 


mediately, us the constitution prohibits 
an increase of compensation of the 
members for the term for which they 
shall • have been elected. 
Common 


sense would suggest action of this 
character in preference to amending 
the constitution, but common aense 
and demagoguery do not make agree- 
able bed fellows. 


The State expenditures iu the years 


1895 nnd 1896, though $28,000 was saved 
in the reduction of salaries, were $77, 
000 in excess of receipts, as is clearly 
shown in the Governor's message. The 
valuation of property tor taxable pur 
poses was !?8,000,000 less in 1898 than IB 
1S92. 
The borrowing power of the 


State is within $73,000 uf Die $300,000 
limit allowed by the constitution. The 
people cannot stand increased taxation 
with the value of property steadily do 
clining. This is apparent to everybody, 
aud the conditions forced upon the peo 
pie by the gold trust and its allies 
should be met as far as possible by the 
Legislature. There is no reason why 
the mileage of members of the next and 
all future Legislatures should not be 
reduced one-half. It is now 30 cents 
per mile, six times more than tbo rail 
road companies, with all their greedi- 
ness and rapacity, change, and in jus 
tice to taxpayers it ought to be re- 
duced, especially in view of the fact 
that many members along tho line of 
the Virginia & Trnckee road are con- 
siderately given free transportation. 


Economy, like charity, should begin 


at home, and the Legislature, if so dis- 
posed, can set n good example for 
officers of other departments of tho 
State Government.

In the cause of humanity, this may 


be a good, measure, but to a man up a 
reeit would appear thht the bill is 
directly in the interest of the only in- 
stitute in the State where such treat- 
ment is given. If a person becomes so 
ddioted to the use ofliquor as to re- 
quire the interference of friends in his 
or her behalf aud such friends are 
compelled to proceed by law In the 
nature of a complaint, etc., it vvould be 
far better to proceed as the law now 
provides and apply for letters of 
guardianship and then if advisable or 
necessary procure or arrange for the 
treatment of the person.

Murder and Suicide. 


During the year 1896, according to 


the Chicago Tribune, there were 10.762 
homicides in the United States, wEile 
6,520 persons committed suicide during 
the same period. 
• 


Of course these figures are probably 


not correct, but approximately they 
show the total number'of murders and 
suicides, and for the purpos6' of com-j 
parison with the former years, they 
are reliable enough.' During 1895, 
there were 10,500 murders; and during 
189i, 9,800, while in 1893 there were but 
6,615. The increase in the number of 
homicides during the past three years 
is somewhat remarkabld, but there 
were also 761 more suicides in 1896 
than in 1895. 


It 1st probably true that xthe bijrd 


times since 1893 had'much to do with 
the increase'in the number of homi- 
cides aad Belt-murders. Of the 10,652 
murders5,530 weredue toquarrels, and 
of the whole number of suicides 2,903 
or nearly one-half weredue to despond- 
ency. It is reasonable to suppose that 
men out of work and despondent, 
would be more apt to engage in quar- 
rels resulting in marder than men who 
were fully employed and were earning 
enough to support themselves and 
their families in oumfort. It is well 
established that pauperism leads to 
crime. 


But it is also ••ycry certain that the 


inefficiency of o'iir police system, the 
ease with which our criminals escape 
detection and arrest, the laxity and 
uncertainty of pur laws end the dila- 
tory and corrupt processes of our 
courts are the principal causes of the 
terrible record of murders and sui- 
cides. 


It ought to be considered an excep- 


tion so rare as to be miraculous when 
a murderer escapes due punishment 
for'his crime, but the exception as 
things now stand, is when he ia ar- 
rested, convicted and punished.

WorMng Girl»' Clubs. 


TEerp is . n federation' nomprising 29 


workiag girls' clubs' of Boston and vi- 
cinity. The work of. one of theso olnhs, 
;he Sh:iwsnnt; was described by Miss 
Edith M. Howe nt a recent meeting of 
<he good citizenship class: . 


For tho .fast year the clnb ;has inter- 


ested itself especially in the outside lives 
of the workiug women. 


An • investigation of the moral coadi- 


tioua in which they are placed has beau 
carried on. Factory girls have been 
most ready to report, and their reports 
have in general been much more favor- 
able tlmii :tlsose of girls employed in 
storep, but even here girls of innate 
parity of character nnd motive are sot'e, 
with a few exceptions. Oulyone or twc 
eiuployers were found iu Boston who 
snbjcoted gii'la to eitvnordinnry tempta- 
tions, an'd ngainst these men working 
girls were v? urned. 


Soiae o£ the girls rather resected Ihis 


sort of investigation and asked \v by the 
clnb workers did not do something prac- 
tical, such aa taking measures for tbe 
bettering of wages and the obtaining of 
ahortor honrs. "-In conseqaence the sub- 
ject of early closing was. agitated, and 
an organization was formed among tho 
WOIMKE, similar to the beueuoinl associ- 
ation of yonng'mei) clai'ks, \vitha moui- 
bersbip of over 100; 


Women and Money Matters. 


It bus often been rioted that women 


are more honorable in money matters 
than men, aud that it is fai less rare to 
have a email loan paid baok by a woman 
than by a man. This fact, again, ap- 
pears, to us to be fully explained by the 
trustee theory of woman's attitude to- 
ward money. Women are not bonester 
in other things than men, but tho notion 
of money being a trust overrides and 
dominates other considerations. The 
man who borrows is very apt to forget 
all about tho matter. The woman who 
borrows feels that a double trust runs 
with the money, and she cannot rest 
till she has repaid it. No doubt there 
are here also many exceptions, because 
there are many bad women, but 'at. least 
it is snfe toisay that .women are far leas 
careless about money 'matters, than men, 
.and therefore lees likely to commit the 
small acts of pecuniary dishonorableness 
which come from negligence. Take it as 
o whole, women are more careful about 
money matters 'than men and attaeh 
more importance to money; hence it 
happens that they never make great for 
•tnnes,:seldom go bankrupt, and general 
3y are rather more scrupulous thnn men
